Opening Statement By the Government. 
and I will be representing tiie interests of the 
Government people in this case. I would also like 
to introduce to you, seatedas tie Vovernaent table, 
Special Agent Hobert Gulliver with the Peaeral Bureau 
of Investigation. ie is the case age’ wno investicated 
the charges in this case, 

Now, in this case, tue grand jury has 
brought an indictment against. sia uefenuaits, Samuel 
Lbare, Joseph V'Agostino, Nicharu Micheeli Beach, 
Cuarles Grezo, Naymona Winsxil wic Louls Camerano 
The indictment itself, and 1 wili just cxplain it 
briefly to you, consists of five counts. That is, 
five separate ciuarges of violations of Pcderal law 
concerning which you will be asa«ed to render a verdict. 

the first count of the iucictment 
charges each of tine six defendants with criminal 
conspiracy. hat is, with being menveres of an 
agreement or understanding to commit a crime. In 
particuiar, in this case, a conspiracy to conduct 
an illegal gambling ousiness. 

Now, count two of the indictment 
charges that each of these six defeiudants in fact 
conducted the aforesaid tilezali fzanviing business, 
hat is, that tuey conducted a bookmaking enterprise 


which, number one, operated i: vivilation of New York 


Ye 
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State gambling laws, number two, was being conducted 
by five or more persons, and number three, was either 
a substantial, continuous operation for a period in 
excess of 30 days or took in revenues, yross revenues 
in excess of $2,000 in wagering in any one single day. 
How, tie last three counts of the 
indictment, counts 3, 4 and >, each: charge the 
Defendants Camerano, D'Agostino and Grezo with the 
offense of using a telepione in interstate ecommerce, 
that is, between the States of New York and Nevada, 
to facilitate the aforesaid illegal gambling business. 
In particular, count 3 charges that on January 4th, 


1975 at about 12:28 p.m., the vefendant Camerano 


state lines to the Defendant D'Agostino who was in 
Mattydale, New York, which is a suburb of Syracuse, 
at which time Cumerano disseminated to D'Agos-ino 
the current betting iine information. That is, the 
handicap scr the point spread information concerning 
upcoming sporting events. 

Count 4 of the indictment charges 
similarly that at about 5 o'clock p.n., later that 
same day, Camerano agin -- I'm sorry -- yes, at 
about 5 o'clock tnat same day, Camerano again gave 


the current line itnformition in another interstate 


in Las Vegas, had a telephone conversation across 
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telephone call to the Defendant D'Agostirs. That was 
later the same day, and exchanged the line information 
as to the current sports haidicap information. 

How, count 5, the last count, charges 
that on a third occasion, the Uefendant Camerano gave 
the line again to D'Agostino across state lines in 
an illegal interstate telephone call on January 5th, 
1975. 

So that as you can see, tne last three 
counts of the indictment each charge three separate 
illegal interstate telephone calls between the 
Defendants D'Agostino and Camerano. 

In addition, each of the last three 
counts charges the Defendant Charies Grezo with what 
we call aiding and abetting in the commission of those 
offenses. 

Now, that is a vrief description of 
the charges in the indictment, and I won't discuss 
them more at this time, because at the close of the 
case, his Honor, Judge Mc“ahon, will give you a much 
more complete and detailed information on what those 
charges mean and of the rules of law which must 
guide your decision in judyviney the evisience in this 
case. 


At this point, I would like to take 
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a couple of minutes, however, to discuss what the 
evidence is expected to te in this case. 

In order to prove the charges in this 
indictment, the Government expects to introduce 
evidence of various Kinds, including the testimony 
of several witnesses who have knowledge of one kind 
or another about the illegal gambling busines, 
4ncluding some physical exhibits and ineluding court- 
authorized wiretap recorded conversations of these 
respective defendants acting in their respective 
functions or roles as they were conaucting the 


business. 


The evidence will show tnat during the 


fall of 197% and on into the winter of 1975, these 


six defendants, alcag with several other lower-—echelon 
conductors who are not named as defendants in this 
indictment, were conducting 4 gambling business which 
was in violation of the laws of New York State. It 
was @ bookmaking operation designed to take wagers 

on the outcome of nationwide sporting events, 
particularly football and basketball during this 
period, both college games and professional games. 

Pne defendant, Samuel Ebare, was the boss of the 
operation, The defendant, Joseph D'Agostino, was the 


so-called general intnager, responsible for manning 
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the telephone, cir:ulating the line of point spread 
information to the customers and taking in the wagering 
or daily betting action, as it 1s callea,.

Sinilarly, the other functions of 
D'Agostino at this pnone is to, of course, take in 
the wagering anc betting, and he will do that when 
a call comes in and says, for instance, I will bet 
Pittsburgh minus 5 for a buck, which simply means 
that caller is betting a buck, which is the code for 
$100, on tne team of Pittsburgh at the handicap of 


five points. 


iow, in -addition to those calls, you 
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will hear many other calls and see many other calls 
which you wili immediately recornize as conducting 
conversations. ‘ihat is, they are paanning meetings, 
they are discussing settling up cof amounts due, 

they are discussing tne status of certain bettcrs 
and whether credit shoulu be exteudeu, aid various 


conversations tnat are part of tne conuucting as 


an illegal gambling business. 
How, that is merely a preview of the 


evidence you are going to, during the trial, hear

Mie SHANAHAN: If the Court please: 
ladies and gentlemen, my name 4s Paul Shanahan. I

at an earlier date, appeared before the Court and 
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entered a plea of not guilty to the charge contained 
in this indictment, which means of course that he 
denied his guilt of what is alleged against him by 
the indictment.

in one form or another uuring tie course of the trial. 
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Either by reading the transcripts or hearing the 
conversations themselves. I ask you simply to 

with an open mind hear what these conversations are 
and see whether you are satisfiea from what you hear 
that the claius of tne Government are in fact correct, 
or as I urge upon you, they do not substantiate the 
charges that are made. 


iow, the purpose, of course, of an 


opening statement is to acquaint the jury generally 
with the position tnit a given defendant is taking, 
what the evicnence will disclose so that the jury would 
have sone idea of wnat to expect as the trial proceeds. 
It is difficult for us to co tnat, vecause the 
prosecution has to start with their eviuence, and 

4t isn't until tneir evidence is completea that we 

can make a determination of what if any eviaence 

we are going to offer in the way of contradiction. 

And I simply ask you, as far as I am concernes, to 
keep an open mind until you have seard all of the 
evidence in the case. All of the attorneys 
representing the {ndividuel defenaants are going to 
have an opportunity to present their views to you on 
the evidence, and the Court of course wili then 
complete the trial by giving you the rules of iaw 


by which you are to decide the case. so, I would 
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simply ask of you to keep an open mind and I think

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I am sure that some of tne evidence, 
as I have learned from the pretrial discovery, will 
show that Mr. D'Agostino did operate for 30 days, 
and pernaps uid have a gross of over $2,000 in any 
one given day. but that in and of itself does not 
make it a violation of federal law which he stands 
here accused. They have got to show you more than that. 
They have got to show that each and every one of 
these persons were actually in some way connected 
with tnat gambling operation. And I am sure, at 
least from the evidence that was submitted to me, 
that the majority of the people that stand here 
accused and others who are not nere accused, were 
nothing more than bettors. 

I might add that the Government has 
gone through a lot of trouble in many, many strange 
and devious ways to make this a violation of the 
Federal law. 

In closing this, I would like to ask 
you to keep one thing in mind, when tue witnesses 
parade here before you on the atand, of course, you 
are going to hear a lot of Government witnesses, 
but I want you te ask yourselves several questions. 
One, was there any personal motivation for that person 


testifying as ne is, is tnere @ reason. and secondly, 
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that evidence that you do hear, was that evidence in 
any way obtained by any Governmental coercion, 
badgering or threatening.

which the money was bet, together with the results of tne 
various contests would enable you to very readily adel 
how much money was won vy the bettors, wouldn't that be 
true? 

A It would not be a true picture as to what the net profit 
would be. 

Q I am not speaking of whether it would be a true picture 
of that profit. I am asking you if it wouldn't enable yo 
to compute the amount of winners. 

A Yes, that’s ri-sht. 

Q And likewise, you could compute how much, if any, the 


bettors lost? 
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Yes, sir. 

But those figures you have not computed? 

That's correct. 

All right. Now, with reference to a line, you told us 
something about what you said was a line from Las Vegas 


to an individual by tne name of Bob Martin. Did I get | 


That's correct. 


that name right? : 


That is a line that he compiles, woula that be so? 

He is a well-known handicapper, nationally known handi- 
capper who is instrumental in compiling that line, yes. 
And is that the only line that is available in Las Vegas? 
I would think there are others, yes, but they are 
modifications of Martin's line, usually. 

Well, when you say you would think that there are others, 
do you know, Mr. Holmes, as to whether there are or 
whether there were in fact other lines from Las Vegas or 
available in Las Vegas in 1974 and '75? 

No, sir, I do not. 

You don’t have any information at all as to whether there 
were such lines? 

No, I don't. 

Kave you ever heard of any line compiled in Las Vegas 
other than this Bob Martin line? 


Yes, sir, I believe there are some. 
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
